He is still a little 
dazed over hi* good luck, and in his 
lo u r o f triumph think* only of the 
good things in store for his wife and 
the now bright futures o f the seven lit­ 
tle Janin*. blond haired youngsters 
ranging from three to fourteen years 
of age 
"W e put it over. didn t we. mother?’’
